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CALLS MADE FOR

CALLS have been made for a safety investigation into the 
state of Oswestry’s town centre buildings after a lump of 
concrete fell from the roof of a shop. 

Scaffolding has now gone up to protect shoppers after the concrete fell 
from the Sports Direct shop in Cross Street on Saturday. 

A petition has been launched calling for urgent investigations to be made to ensure the 
safety of buildings in the town’s main shopping areas. Campaigner John Waine, who set 
up the petition, said: “This was a shocking incident. It really doesn’t bear thinking about 
what could have happened. We need to be more proactive, and not wait till something like 
this happens before action is taken.” Mr Waine, who also organises Oswestry Food Festi¬ 
val, added: “As well as the town’s everyday activities, we have a season of street festivals

Fresh concerns 
over one-way 
traffic system 

A COUNCILLOR has demanded action 
“once and for all” on Welshpool’s contro¬ 
versial one-way system after a motorist was 
caught driving the wrong way. 

Councillor Phil Pritchard has spoken out 
after police in the town reported the motorist 
for driving the wrong way on Monday morn¬ 
ing. 

“It’s very, very misleading for motorists, 
the way the system is, and as well as that 
the signs are not positioned for people to see 
them straight away. The system creates a lot 
of confusion,” he said. 

“Someone’s going to get hurt eventually, 
it needs attending to urgently, once and for 
all.” However, Councillor Pritchard said he 
was hopeful a final report examining the 
road system would be completed in the “next 
couple of months”. 

The report comes following a visit to the 
town from Welsh Government transport 
minister Edwina Hart last year, when she 
pledged to ask officers to look at alterations, 
including the prospect of returning Brook 
Street to a two-way carriageway. A spokes¬ 
man for Dyfed-Powys Police confirmed the 
offence occurred on Brook Street at about 
11.45am and the motorist was subsequently 
reported.

A request for a structural survey has 
been sent by Oswestry Town Council to 
Shropshire Council. The town council 
has been pushing for improvements to 
buildings in Cross Street for several years. 
Oswestry Mayor Peter Cherrington said: 
“I was walking there at around 2pm on 
Saturday, after going along to the health 
awareness day at the library, so I do find 
it worrying that not long after, this hap¬

“Unfortunately this incident doesn’t 
help the public’s view on Cross Street at 
all but as a town council we have been 
pushing this for years.” 

Former Oswestry Mayor, Councillor 
John Gareth Jones, said: “This demon¬ 
strates that we need to put more pressure 
on owners of these buildings to protect 
not only the buildings but the safety of 
the public.” 

Charlotte Parry, who signed the peti¬ 
tion, said: “I saw this falling as we were 
heading to Sports Direct, it could have 
easily fallen on my six-month-old baby, 
partner or myself.” 

The fresh calls for an investigation into 
the state of town centre buildings come 
as moves to improve the area through 
Oswestry becoming a Business Improve¬ 
ment District (BID) took a step forward 
this week. 

Members of Oswestry Chamber of 
Commerce, Oswestry Town Council, and 
Shropshire Council met a representative 
from the BID UK organisation on Monday 
to discuss the proposal. 

The idea would mean a slight increase 
in rates paid by each business in the area, 
but the money raised could then bring in 
matched funding for projects to improve 
the town centre and attract more visitors. 

Town Clerk David Preston said the 
meeting was a “very valuable information 
seeking exercise”. 

He said: “It brought together several 
significant town centre players. There’s a 
recognition of the potential for establish¬ 
ing a BID but that’s subject to considera¬ 
ble work that will be necessary.” 

Mr Preston said the next stage was for 
discussions to continue through a local 
steering group.

HE came, he drank beer and did a spot of shopping. 
Nigel Farage swapped gossip with shoppers during 
a visit to Welshpool. 

And he even had time to inquire about mothballs 
after popping into Alexanders of Welshpool hard¬ 
ware shop. 

The Ukip leader made his rallying cry for people 
to vote “leave” in the EU Referendum on June 23. 

He was also in the town to support Des Par¬ 
kinson as the party’s candidate for the police and 
crime commissioner election for Dyfed-Powys, as 
well as campaign for support for Ukip in the Welsh 
Assembly elections. 

But it was the EU referendum that dominated 
proceedings. After canvassing on Broad Street and 
chatting to business owners, Mr Parkinson and Mr 
Farage - with a pint in hand - relaxed and made the 
most of the afternoon in the town. 

In a bid to convince those against voting leave 


or those on the fence, Mr Farage made his stance 
on the Brexit debate clear, even touching on the 
region’s hotly contested issue of what leave will 
mean for farmers. 

Despite NFU Cymru claiming that the interests 
of Welsh agriculture would be best served by the 
UK remaining in the EU, Mr Farage argued that 
was not the case. Mr Farage claimed that being in 
the EU did not prove advantageous for many busi¬ 
nesses in the region, going as far as to say local 
businesses are bound by a rulebook that isn’t 
needed. He said: “The vast majority of businesses 
in Mid Wales do not trade with the EU, yet are 
bound by EU legislation.” 

Mr Farage’s visit on Thursday last week came 
ahead of a visit to the town by Lord Owen who was 
in Welshpool on Friday to give his reasons why 
Britain should exit from the EU.

TRAGEDY 

Harry's poems are 
providing comfort 
to grieving family 

POEMS written by an Oswestry back¬ 
packer before he died while mountaineer¬ 
ing in Peru are providing “great comfort” 
for his family. 

Harry Greaves of Bronygarth was last 
seen on April 7 when he set out on a solo 
mountain hike, two days before his 29th 
birthday. His body was found in a 40- 
metre crevice on April 20 and his family 
believe he lost his footing and fell. 

His father, Simon Greaves, said poems 
written by Harry entitled A Life Lived In 
Love, This Is My Dream and What It Is 
To Be A Man, were of great comfort dur¬ 
ing a difficult time. 

He said: “He had reached a new level 
of confidence and maturity and was clear 
about his aims. All the pictures of him 
from Peru show him looking handsome, 
fit and happy. Amongst Harry’s things we 
found his notebook. 

“It contained a pressed flower, butterfly 
and feather, along with two photographs 
of his dear nephew, Edward. 

“It outlined his hopes for the next 
phase of his life, notes on his experience 
in Peru and a few draft poems. Given how 
near he was to death, they are particu¬ 
larly poignant.” 

More than £33,000 was raised to help 
find the former Rhyn Park School pupil 
through a crowdfunding appeal. 

Tributes have continued to come in for 
Harry from his many friends around the 
world.

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Victim of gay hate crime 
speaks out about attack

A GAY man from Oswestry who 
had to have a brain scan after 
being the victim of an attack is 
urging his friends to share his 
experience on Facebook to raise 
awareness of the homophobic 
hate crime and to find his attack¬ 
er. 

Calum Murray, 25, said he had been 
in Yeovil in Somerset with friends be¬ 
fore the attack on his way home, when 
he was punched in the face, fell to the 
ground and was kicked in the head 
and ribs. 

Calum said: “I had been with friends all 
night and wanted to go home but couldn’t 
find a taxi so I walked home through Huish 
at around 1.30am. When I got on to a flyo¬ 
ver I met a Polish guy and we chatted for 
about a quarter of an hour until he men¬ 
tioned girls and I told him I was gay. 

“He told me where to go and pushed me. 
I said ‘OK you walk your way and I will 
walk this way’ but as I walked away he 
started shouting and came after me. 

“He punched me in the face and I fell and 
he started kicking me in the head and ribs. 
I went to hospital for a CT scan. 

“I would like the police to find this per¬ 
son. 

“I’ve felt pretty low after the attack. 

“I wanted to share the experience to raise 
awareness of hate crimes and their effects.” 

The attack happened on April 17. 

Calum wrote on Facebook: “I refuse to 
become just a statistic and I think that 
every one of my friends and their friends 
should know that this still happens in our 
society. I was attacked by an individual who 
was ‘offended’ by my sexuality. 

“It involved him punching and kicking 
me in the head and ribs repeatedly. 

“You might think he just left me with 
bruises but he has left me with one bruise 
that will never fade, the memory. 

“The degrading words he used were 
worse than the physical attack. And these 
will stick with me. 

“I refuse to be made to feel small and be¬ 
littled by such ignorance but this doesn’t 
just affect me, but every person who has 
been marginalised for what they are per¬ 
ceived to be rather than who they really 
are. 

“I would like to thank all of my family 
and friends who have been there for me.” 


CYCLING enthusiasts are getting in gear 
to take part in a popular mountain bike 
challenge. 

As well as this year’s annual Dairi-Pak 
Mountain Bike Challenge, organisers are 
putting on a family-friendly six-mile ride. 

Those taking part in the main event 
on May 7 will complete a 22-mile course, 
mainly off road on fields and tracks through 
the Berwyn Mountains. 

The charity event is run by the Oswestry 
Borderland Rotary Club. 

Club member Geoff Barre said: “This an¬ 
nual event is run to raise money for the Air 
Ambulance and other rotary charities. Each 
rider is required to obtain sponsorship, and 


if you can get match funding even better, 
so we can raise the maximum possible for 
these worthy causes. Last year we were de¬ 
lighted to raise more than £4,600.” 

These are two routes for this year’s 
event, meaning there will be something on 
offer for families too. 

The main route - the Dairi-Pak Moun¬ 
tain Bike Challenge - consists of the 22- 
mile course, while the other route is a 
six-mile family friendly ride through the 
countryside around Rhiwlas. Mr Barre said:

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President in 'no position' over trade deal

Barrie Sheldon, current deputy 
police and crime commissioner and 
the only independent candidate was 
joined by Conservative John Cam¬ 
pion, Ukip’s Peter Jewell, Green John 
Raine, Lib Dem Margaret Rowley and 
Labour’s Daniel Walton for the hus¬ 
tings. Mr Campion is a Wyre Forest 
councillor with a background in busi¬ 
ness and the prison service. Mr Jew¬ 
ell also has a background in business 
and is also a serving magistrate and 
tribunal judge. Mr Raine is a profes¬ 
sor at Birmingham University special¬ 
ising in policing and criminal justice 
and also councillor from Malvern. 
Margaret Rowley is a councillor from 
Droitwich and also served as a senior 
manager in the NHS. Barrie Sheldon 
is a former detective inspector from 
Telford. Daniel Walton is a business¬ 
man from Malvern with a background 
in criminology who previously stood 
as a Labour candidate in the general 
election. 

Village street hit 
by sewage issue 

SEWAGE spilling out onto a street 
in Gobowen was cause by residents 
blocking the drains, Severn Trent has 
said. 

Effluence ran across Ferndale Lane 
last week to the concern of residents. 

Councillor Sue Crowe said the lane 
was well used, particularly by children 
walking and cycling to school. 

The problem with sewage in the 
area has reoccurred many times over 
recent years. Councillor Crowe said: 
“We were told by Severn Trent that 
the problem had been dealt with last 
year. Now it’s happening again. 

“Surely to have sewage running in 
the street is a health hazard.” 

Grace Marren from Severn Trent 
said Thursday’s problem had been 
caused further up the pipeline. 

He said: “It looks like the recent 
blockage was caused by sanitary prod¬ 
ucts, such as wipes, being flushed 
down the toilet.” 


NORTH Shropshire MP Owen Pater¬ 
son says President Obama is in “no 
position” to negotiate a future trade 
deal with the United Kingdom. 

Barack Obama warned Britain’s 
voters on Sunday that it could take up 
to a decade to strike a trade deal with 
the United States from outside the 
European Union. 

In response Mr Paterson said: “You 
will have noticed that he is, how shall I 


put it, sceptical of a UK/US trade deal. 
The president, with just months left 
in the White House but plenty of golf 
to play, is of course in no position to 
negotiate a trade deal with the United 
Kingdom whatever happens. 

“I was in Washington this time last 
year talking to his political opponents 
and they are enthusiastic for a UK/US 
deal. They agreed that the US would 
never give up its rights to do trade 


deals with other countries and were 
amazed that the UK already had. 

“The UK can flourish once again 
as an independent state trading both 
with our friends in the EU and the 
rest of Europe, while developing other 
relationships around the world, in¬ 
cluding the United States and China, 
India, Australia and Canada and the 
other 50 nations of the Common¬ 
wealth. We traded with all of them 


long before we belonged to the EU.” 
The President had said it was wrong 
for Brexit campaigners to suggest it 
would be straightforward to agree a 
new trade relationship if Britain left 
the EU. “It could be five years from 
now, 10 years from now before we’re 
actually able to get something done,” 
he said, adding that the first priority 
for the US would be to complete ongo¬ 
ing talks on a trade deal with the EU.

Lord Owen unhappy with 
Obama's EU exit stance

ONE of Britain’s most distin¬ 
guished politicians told an au¬ 
dience it is wrong of President 
Obama to get involved in the 
UK’s referendum on Europe. 

Lord David Owen, former foreign 
secretary with half a century spent in 
Westminster, had some tough words 
for the US president when he spoke in 
Welshpool on Friday night. 

He has returned to the campaign trail for 
the first time in almost 30 years to put his 
weight behind Vote Leave. 

He said that while full of respect for the 
president, he should not have got involved. 

“There has been a long tradition that US 
presidential visits to this country to not 
take place close to General Election peri¬ 
ods. The reasons for this are obvious and 
hitherto scrupulously observed by Wash¬ 
ington DC,” he said. 

The fact that, at the age of 78, Lord 
Owen has returned to a life of campaign¬ 
ing is a sign of his passion and his belief 
that, unless Britain leaves the EU it will be 
sucked into and damaged by the collapse of 
the Eurozone. 

Lord Owen, who visited Mellington Hall 
Hotel before attending the event at Welsh¬ 
pool, was the youngest Foreign Secretary 
for 40 years when he took on the role for 
Labour in 1977 at the age of 38. 

Four years later he left the Labour Party 
to be one of the four founding members of 
the SDP, the Social Democratic Party. 

In the past he was a supporter of the 
Europe Union, the Common Market as, he 
says, it was then. Now he says: “It has be¬ 
come a dysfunctional organisation that can 
neither reform nor restructure.”

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Farmers' market move is 
aimed at attracting trade

OSWESTRY’S farmers’ market is to move into the town’s streets in a 
bid to woo more shoppers to its stalls. 

The Bailey Head has been the traditional home of Oswestry’s outdoor mar¬ 
kets for hundreds of years. 

In June the monthly market will instead be held along Bailey Street, the part pedestri¬ 
anised road that runs down into the main town centre. 

Mayor, Councillor Peter Cherrington revealed the move in his report to the annual town 
meeting. He hinted that, if the move was successful it could pave the way from the weekly 

- 3 - 7 - market to follow suit. 

Like others across the country and in 
north Shropshire Oswestry has seen a dra¬ 
matic drop in the number of traders that 
set up their stalls on its markets. 

In 1999 there were almost 100 traders at¬ 
tending the Wednesday open market, last 
year it was just 20. 

Councillor Cherrington said a recent 
markets seminar with traders had been 
very positive and the council was looking 
to develop a business plan to safeguard the 
markets for years to come. 

“Changes are being made with the 
monthly farmers’ market moving into Bai¬ 
ley Street in June,” he said. 

“This market will be trialled for the rest 
of the year to see what the impact is for 
all concerned and that will lead to discus¬ 
sion as to whether some of our more reg¬ 
ular markets can be accommodated in the 
street. 

“We have also now reached agreement 
with Shropshire Council to have street trad¬ 
ing consents devolved to the town council 
which will help us promote local events and 
assist others in providing events. 

“If appropriate we can waive prohibitive 
street trading costs.” 

The handing over of responsibility for 
street trading consents will help events 
such as Christmas Music Live and the 
Oswestry Food Festival. 

Both draw thousands of visitors into the 
town, bringing a welcome trade boost to 
many retailers. 

Councillor Cherrington said; “We want 
to create an action plan that demonstrates 
a partnership between council and traders 
to take forward and hopefully retain some 
800 years of local market tradition.” 

If markets move into Bailey Street there 
are ideas other ideas that have been put 
forward that include using the Bailey Head 
as a food court/open space that links with 
the Powis Hall indoor market. 

That has retained its popularity with 
traders and there is a waiting list for stalls. 

The farmers’ market is held on the 
fourth Friday of each month. 


Expert casts 
doubts on 
Cheryl claims 

A TOP forensic pathologist has cast doubt 
over claims that Private Cheryl James 
killed herself at Deepcut Barracks. 

The 18-year-old Army recruit, whose par¬ 
ents live at Llanymynech near Oswestry, 
was found with a fatal head wound on No¬ 
vember 27 1995, making her one of four 
young soldiers to die at the barracks in 
Surrey over a seven-year period. 

Ballistics experts have told her inquest 
that “soot deposits” could be seen on her 
face and thumb that are “indicative” of a 
close or hard contact gunshot wound. 

But forensic pathologist Professor Der¬ 
rick Pounder, brought in Cheryl’s family to 
provide an exhumation post-mortem exam¬ 
ination on the soldier last year, said dark 
marks that had been taken for soot were 
actually either dirt or bruising. 

And he said explanations given as to why 
no soot was found seared into Cheryl’s head 
near the bullet wound were “not known to 
medical science”. 

He told Woking Coroner’s Court that the 
issue of whether or not soot from the firing 
of the rifle could be found on her body “is 
the determining fact, the critical fact to de¬ 
cide upon”. But he has told the inquest he 
did not find any soot in his examinations. 

Comparing photos of Cheryl with that of 
an anonymous suicide victim, known only 
as Soldier A, he said the latter “clearly 
show the seared-in soot and propellant” 
and bits of soot next to the wound. 

The coroner will deliver his conclusions 
on May 18. 


Tribute to marathon founder

IT was a day that scores of runners from 
across Shropshire and Mid Wales had been 
fixed on for several months. 

The hours of hard training all built up 
the the moment almost 40,000 runners 
from across the world lined up for the Lon¬ 
don Marathon on Sunday. 

On a day when Kenya’s Eliud Kipchoge 
set a new a record by finishing the 26.2-mile 
course in two hours, three minutes and five 
seconds, a former Shropshire schoolboy was 
remembered for his role helping to set the 
event up. 

A minute’s applause was held by all 
39,000 runners at the start of the race 
for John Disley, a former Oswestry school 
pupil. Mr Disley, who founded the event in 


1981 with Olympic champion and journalist 
Chris Brasher, died on February 8 at the 
age of 87. 

In a tribute broadcast on the BBC, pre¬ 
senter Gabby Logan described him as “a 
visionary, innovator and true gentleman”. 
Born in Corris, near Machynlleth, Mr Dis¬ 
ley also won a bronze medal in the 3,000 
metre steeplechase at the Helsinki Olym¬ 
pics in 1952. 

He set five British records in the stee¬ 
plechase and Welsh records at six different 
distances. Mr Disley’s widow Sylvia joined 
Prince Harry at the podium to start the In¬ 
ternational Paralympic Committee Athlet¬ 
ics Marathon World Cup wheelchair races 
and the elite women’s run.

Health bosses look forward 
to £l5m project completion

A MULTI-million pound hospital outpatients department and new 
ward is set for completion later this year. 

Patients will start to be able to use the new £15.1 million theatre and ward 
development at Oswestry’s Orthopaedic Hospital by the end of June. 

The final building will include four new clean-air theatres, a High Dependency Unit 
(HDU), an admission-on-day-of-surgery unit, a 10-bedded ward and a tumour outpatients 
department. 

Beverley Tabernacle, director of nursing, said: “We are excited about the opportunities 
this development will give us. We have been planning for this for some time in order to 

ensure a smooth and successful transition 
for staff and patients alike. 

“The first patients will be in by the end of 
June and I am sure they will be impressed 
by their surroundings, which will only help 
us to deliver even higher standards of care.” 

A new dedicated bone cancer centre with 
inpatient and clinic facilities and a flexible 
multi-use ward is being incorporated into 
the building next to the hospital’s main 
entrance. 

The new theatre development will link 
into the existing main theatre suite and 
will mean that a temporary, modular unit 
which had been provided the extra surgery 
facilities can be removed. Hospital chiefs 
will take possession of the building from 
developers Kier on June 13. 

Up to two weeks will then be spent on 
transferring the first wave of staff into the 
development - with the first patient ex¬ 
pected to be wheeled into the new operating 
theatres before the start of July. 

Developers will then start the final phase 
of the building work, which will involve 
creating a second link bridge between the 
development and the main hospital. 

Completion of the building is expected by 
the end of September. 

The final phase of work involves the re¬ 
moval of the old high dependency unit and 
a redundant theatre that is being replaced 
in the new building. 

Trevor Chadd, associate director of es¬ 
tates and facilities, said a key to the design 
of the new building was the garden in the 
centre which meant the wards and theatres 
all had windows and natural light. 

He added: “The HDU and theatre have 
had an impact on Clwyd ward because of 
their close proximity. 

“Removing them will let natural light 
back into the ward, while patients will also 
benefit from views of newly-landscaped 
gardens. This has been a complex project 
and we are grateful to Kier for delivering 
us a high quality building on time and in 
budget. Patients will feel the benefits for 
years to come.” 


Care 'must 
be local' says 
councillor 

EMERGENCY healthcare services re¬ 
maining local is “a matter of life or death”, 
Oswestry’s deputy mayor has said. 

Councillor Paul Milner has spoken out 
in the wake of launching a petition for 
Oswestry to have its own urgent care cen¬ 
tre, if Shrewsbury’s A&E closes. 

He has started the petition after the 
board of Shrewsbury & Telford Hospital 
NHS Trust unanimously voted in support 
of plans to create a single emergency centre 
at a meeting earlier this month. He said: “If 
Shropshire was to lose Shrewsbury A&E 
then it’s vitally important Oswestry has its 
own urgent care centre. We’re the second 
biggest town in the county but besides that, 
the centre wouldn’t just service Oswestry 
residents, it would serve the surrounding 
parishes and also Mid Wales residents. 

“This week while I was out and about, 
one resident told me that he’d had a heart 
attack eight years ago, and that if he’d have 
had to have gone to Telford, he wouldn’t be 
here now. That’s how serious this is. 

“We really need emergency healthcare to 
be local, it’s a matter of life or death.” 

The petition is available at newsagents, 
pubs and centres, including the Co-ops 
in Victoria Road and Castle Street, Law¬ 
rences Direct, The Oswestrian, Park Ave¬ 
nue Stores, and The Centre in Oak Street. 
It will be available for another four to five 
weeks before Councillor Milner presents 
it to Shropshire’s Clinical Commissioning 
Group.

“In the orthopaedic hospital archives 
there are over 100 personal memoirs by 
patients and staff, dating from early days 
at the Baschurch home to the 1970s,” said 
Marie. 

“They all paint a fascinating picture of 
hospital life in the days when orthopaedic 
treatment was very different from today.” 

Funds raised from the sale of the book 
will go to the hospital’s League of Friends.

It really was a case of “spot 
the politician” in Welshpool last 
week in the build-up to next 
week’s Welsh Government elec¬ 
tions. 

It wasn’t enough that Ukip’s 
top man (love him or hate him) 
Nigel Farage was parading up 
and down Broad Street along¬ 
side candidate Des Parkinson. 

He was also spotted eating a 
fish and chip dinner at the award 
winning Andrews Fish Bar and 
downing a pint of locally brewed 
real ale at the Royal Oak. 

The Conservatives had to get 
in on the act by marching out 
former Foreign Secretary William 
Hague for a Saturday morning 
stroll with their candidate Russell 
George. 

Of course Mr Hague didn’t 
have to come all that far as he 
only lives just up the road in 
Cyfronydd, although there have 
been more sightings of the 
cuckoo than Mr Hague since he 
moved in. 

Then we were treated to a visit 
from none other than Lord David 
Owen who was wheeled out to 
support the Brexit campaign as it 
was launched in Welshpool Town 
Hall on Friday night. 

It’s doubtful many recognised 
the ageing Lord and former For¬ 
eign Secretary but I’d have gone 
along to hear what he had to say 
if I’d known about the event for 
more than 24 hours. 

Former Environment Minis¬ 
ter Owen Paterson, the MP for 
North Shropshire, was also spot¬ 
ted in High Street, pulling a brief 
case behind him on route to the 
Brexit event - so who can we ex¬ 
pect next? 

It’s interesting to note that 
they were all former ministers. 
Doesn’t Welshpool rank highly 
enough to attract the current of¬ 
fice holders? 

On the subject of the Welsh 
Assembly election I think it would 
be more than a little interesting if 
another referendum was held. 

The last time Wales was asked 
to vote “Yes” or “No” hardly any¬ 
one bothered to turn out and the 
“Yes” voters won by the slim¬ 
mest of margins. 

I voted “No” then and I would 
vote “No” again if given the op¬ 
portunity and I suspect I might 
have a lot more friends alongside 
me next time. 

Had we known in 1997 what 
we know now I think we would 
have seen a much bigger turnout 
than the 50 per cent recorded. 

Councillors in Welshpool have 
been battling to find some sup¬ 
port to get a People and Places 
Order in place which would pre¬ 
vent large groups drinking in cer¬ 
tain areas of the town.

Badger cull debate - is 
it all black and white?

Wales's chief vet voices her 
concerns that roll-out may 
force disease over the 
border. By SALLY WILLIAMS 

A BADGER cull in Shropshire 
could put cattle on the border 
of the zone at greater risk of 
contracting bovine TB, accord¬ 
ing to the chief vet for Wales. 

Professor Christianne Glossop, 
Chief Veterinary Officer for Wales, 
says she has reservations about 
the implications of a roll-out of the 
cull - despite Shropshire’s former 
Environment Minster, Owen Pater¬ 
son, claiming that England’s pilot 
badger cull is working and should be 
extended to other parts of Britain, 
including Shropshire and Wales. 

As secretary of state for Defra, the 
North Shropshire MP championed trial 
culling in Somerset in 2014. 

Project 

Wales has opted for a vaccination pro¬ 
ject in its attempt to deal with the disease 
- although it has been postponed this 
year due to a lack of the vaccine. 

Prof Glossop said: “If the policy in Eng¬ 
land was to roll out culling to the border 
with Wales, that would mean that a few 
kilometres into Wales, we would stand 
the risk of having a bovine TB (bTB) 
problem that gets worse. 

“When you cull badgers in a large area 
you can show a reduction in bTB inci¬ 
dence. It doesn’t eradicate bTB but it 
reduces the level upwards to around 20 
per cent. 

“But in the area surrounding a cull 
zone, you get a lot of disturbance of the 
badger population and what they have 
found in a randomised badger culling 
trial over the first few years of culling, 


was an increase incidence of bTB in the 
area surrounding the cull zone.” Prof 
Glossop said there would need to be dis¬ 
cussions about the implications of a cull 
before it began. 

She said: “One element we are dis¬ 
cussing with Defra, is if there is an 
application to cull badgers close to the 
border with Wales, we need to be part 
of that discussion because the evidence 
suggests that we will see a problem. 

“I’m not going as far as to say we 
are going to get the Gurkhas out along 
the border, but we are going to have to 
think of something because we can’t 
put all this effort into bTB eradication 
in Wales and then have an increased 
problem for something which England 
decides to do.” 

She added: “What we need to do is 
discuss it. 

“95 per cent of the herds in Wales are 


bTB free. The Wales/England border is 
going to be a really interesting area to 
watch as we press on with bTB eradica¬ 
tion because whatever we do in Wales, 
when we get to the border, we can’t do 
it unless we are joined up with the other 
side. And they can’t do it unless they 
are joined up with our side.” 

Dr Glossop’s comments follow a call 
for the urgent roll-out of controversial 
badger culling to combat bTB, after 
a large rise of the numbers of cattle 
being slaughtered with the disease. Op¬ 
ponents include Queen guitarist Brian 
May. 

The most dramatic rise came in 
Wales, where latest figures from Defra 
show that 8,103 cattle were slaughtered 
in 2015 as a result of bTB - a rise of 27 
per cent on 2014 when 6,378 cattle were 
slaughtered. 

Defra figures for Shropshire and the 


Midlands show increases too; there were 
1,911 cattle slaughtered in 2015, com¬ 
pared to 1,734 in 2014. 

There are some positive signs, how¬ 
ever. The number of new herd incidents 
in Wales in 2015 and herds not free of 
the disease at the end of the year re¬ 
mained relatively static compared to 
2014 figures. And in Shropshire there 
were 293 new bovine TB incidents for 
the region in 2015, compared to 326 for 
2014. 

Meanwhile, Dr Glossop explained that 
a global shortage of the BCG vaccine for 
people means that the badger vaccina¬ 
tion policy for dealing with the disease 
in wildlife has had to be put on hold in 
Wales this year. 

She said: “Just before Christmas the 
vaccination of badgers in the Intensive 
Action Area was put on hold because of 
the worldwide shortage of BCG vaccina¬ 
tion for people. 

“So, we reluctantly had to draw a line 
at the end of year four of vaccination and 
we are currently assessing our options.” 

Prof Glossop said the vaccine was 
made on a batch-by-batch basis, with 
just four or five companies that make 
the BCG vaccine - even for humans. 
“One of those companies, a Danish firm, 
agreed to make the vaccine for badgers 
in Wales too. It is the same formulation, 
it is just packaged in a different way and 
the dose is different,” she said. 

“But the one company we could buy 
from that also makes human vaccines 
took the view that they would stop doing 
the badger formulation as the demand 
for the human formulation increased.” 

Dr Glossop admitted that she couldn’t 
answer the question ‘do you rule out a 
cull roll out?’ because it was a ministe¬ 
rial decision. 

She said badgers were protected and 
a decision to cull them could only be 
made by ministers. If you find an injured 
badger you should contact the RSPCA 
on 0300 1234 999. 

Do not attempt to handle any injured 
badgers.

In a speech on Monday I set 
out the reasons for a safe and 
secure exit from the European 
Union. I explained how to remain 
is a leap in the dark, whereas 
leave is the safe option. 

It has always been the aim of 
the European Union to achieve 
the creation of a United States of 
Europe, with a single, supreme 
government in Brussels.

If we vote 
to remain we will be excluded 
from the key decisions taken by 
Eurozone members; the Prime 
Minister’s ‘special status’ for 
countries outside the Eurozone 
will leave Britain as a colony of 
Europe. If we remain, we will still 
be subject to the EU institutions, 
still outvoted in the Parliament, 
still outvoted in the European 
Council where David Cameron 
has been defeated 40 times and 
still overruled by the European 
Court of Justice. 

The attitude of the European 
Establishment will be ruthless. 
They will say: “You, our second 
largest contributor, have just giv¬ 
en us a terrible fright. You’ve had 
your opportunity and you blew 
it. Now leave us to get on with 
our project and keep sending the 
cheques”. We have, therefore, 
reached a fork in the road and 
should seize this opportunity to 
re-establish a new relationship 
with our European neighbours, 
based on trade and cooperation. 

The ability of Britain’s citizens 
to determine their own independ¬ 
ent future, to help, inspire and 
shape political developments 
through international bodies and 
to improve world trade, will only 
be possible when we are free to 
elect those who govern us. 

Our vision for the United King¬ 
dom is as a self-governing, free 
trading nation-state. It is my view 
that the UK can flourish once 
again as an independent state 
trading both with our friends in 
the EU and the rest of Europe, 
while developing relationships 
with the168 countries who are 
not members of the EU. The next 
few weeks leading up to the ref¬ 
erendum on June 23 will be full 
of debates and meeting and I 
shall be attending as many as I 
can. I look forward to continuing 
to make the case for the leave 
vote in North Shropshire and 
across the whole of the UK.

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UNDETECTED DELIVERY COMPLICATIONS CAUSED MY SON’S 
BRAIN DAMAGE. CAN I CLAIM COMPENSATION FOR HIM? 

Q: Nearly 3 years ago I was expecting my first child. I went into labour nearly 2 months early and during labour my umbilical cord became wrapped around 
my baby’s neck. This was not picked up quickly enough and the doctor took 30 minutes to unwrap the cord in delivery. As a result of the lack of oxygen my son 
suffered permanent brain damage and he has now been diagnosed with Cerebral Palsy. However, because he is so young the doctors are not able to tell me how 
his disability will affect him in the long term. I have been advised that the brain damage could mean he may be autistic too. I am concerned that he will probably 
need specialist care and support throughout his life. Can I make any claim for my son? 

A: You may be able to make a claim for clinical negligence on behalf of your son. The treating doctors, midwives and nurses had a duty of care to you and your 
baby to look out for any warning signs and take appropriate action quickly to ensure that no harm came to either you or your baby. 


To prove that the hospital have been negligent you will need to show that the actions of those treating you and your baby fell below standards of the reasonably 
competent practitioner in that field. This will need to be evidenced through medico-legal evidence. As your son is so young, his needs will need to be assessed 
over time and the costs of past and future care required will be included within any claim. 


Medical negligence claims are complex and you should contact a specialist solicitor to discuss your son’s case. Your solicitor will explain how the claim may be 
funded and how you can be protected from the risk of losing.

This merger could 
see London lose 
the stock exchange 

IT is no surprise to learn that the London 
Stock Exchange is to be merged with the 
Frankfurt-based Deutsche Borse.

CELEBRITY wildlife watcher lolo 
Williams and friends have raised 
more than £10,000 and counting 
for the Alzheimer’s Society. 

Last month, lolo revealed that the 
heartbreak of watching his sports 
hero father “die from the inside out” 
from Alzheimer’s had left him crying 
like a baby and made him want to take 
personal steps to tackle the disease. 

Up to 150 friends joined lolo on the 
Welsh 1000walk along the Welsh Coastal 
Path and Offa’s Dyke. 

There were 72 separate walks taking 
place at once, with ramblers walking a total 
distance of 1,057 miles. 

lolo, from Mid Wales, flanked by his two 
sons, Dewi and Tomos on the walk in mem¬ 
ory of his father, Dai, said: “Myself and 
my family wanted to take part in this am¬ 
bitious walking event, to raise money and 
the profile of Alzheimer’s.” 

Projected forecasts suggest that the 
funds raised could rise to £15,000. 

Iolo’s dad died at the age of 87 in 2009, 
although his health problems had first 
emerged years earlier. 

“Dad began to get more and more forget¬ 
ful. He couldn’t remember names and grad¬ 
ually got worse and worse,” he said. 

“The one thing that I was really glad of 
is that sometimes Alzheimer’s sufferers get 
violent - dad never did. 

“But sometimes, in the early stages, he 
would have a moment of clarity when you 
could see the frustration and hurt on his 
face.”

Rail group is 
hoping for 
backing from 
lottery fund 

A GROUP of ambitious tramway en¬ 
thusiasts have applied for almost half 
a million pounds from the Big Lottery 
Fund to restore an historic narrow 
gauge line to regenerate the area by 
boosting the economy and tourism. 

Former ITV cameraman Ray 
Hughes and retired Captain David 
Cooper are the driving forces behind 
the Glyn Valley Tramway Trust, 
which aims to recreate a tramway in 
Chirk and the Ceiriog Valley, to run 
parallel alongside Chirk Railway Sta¬ 
tion. 

They are leading a band of volun¬ 
teers who want £450,000 from the 
fund to recreate a mile-long section of 
the eight-mile-long original tramway 
as it would have been in its heyday 
from 1873 to 1935, when it connected 
the quarries at Glyn Ceriog with the 
Shropshire Union Canal at Chirk. 

Mr Cooper said: “We want to rein¬ 
state the track 1.3 miles from Chirk 
Station to the bottom of the Valley 
Road to Pont Faen initially. 

“This is the first stage of our ap¬ 
plication to the Big Lottery Fund in 
Cardiff under its Create Your Space 
Application. 

“Ray has done all the paperwork. 
The fund could have said, yes, no, 
or that they want more info and we 
are pleased that they wanted to hear 
more about our plans which include 
recreating engines and tramline.” 

Mr Hughes said:”We have set our¬ 
selves an unofficial target of putting in 
the first piece of track in 18 months’ 
time. We are keen to hear from any¬ 
one or companies who would like to 
buy shares in rail stock and engines. 
We also want to hear from volunteers 
who would like to share our vision.”

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Number of 
people out 
of work rises 

THE number of people out of work in 
Shropshire increased last month. 

In Telford & Wrekin there were 
1,655 people claiming the various 
forms of benefit during March, with 
1,945 in Shropshire. 

The figures reflect a wider rise in 
unemployment felt across the country 
as a whole, as the number of people 
claiming unemployment-related ben¬ 
efits nationally increased by 6,700 in 
March to 732,100, the first monthly 
rise since last August. 

Shropshire usually experiences a 
brief fall-off in employment in the two 
months immediately after Christmas 
as temporary workers leave their fes¬ 
tive roles. 

The latest figures are more unu¬ 
sual, however, and reflect the third 
increase in claimants in Shropshire in 
the last four months. 

Powys’s claimant count fell, mean¬ 
while, from 895 in February to 875 
in March. The national jobless total 
jumped by 21,000 between December 
and February to 1.7 million - the first 
rise since last summer - although the 
West Midlands cut its unemployment 
tally by 6,000 to 152,000. It means a 
record 2.63 milli on people are in work 
in t he West Midlands. _

School admission 
age to change 

THE age at which children start pri¬ 
mary school in Mid Wales will change 
from September next year. 

Powys County Council’s cabinet has 
agreed to amend primary and infant 
school admission arrangements from 
the start of the 2017/18 school year. 

The decision means that in future, 
children will start school in the Sep¬ 
tember after their fourth birthday - 
currently they can start school at the 
beginning of the term in which they 
have their fourth birthday. 

All children would be admitted in 
to school at the start of the autumn 
term in September The revised ar¬ 
rangements would start for the com¬ 
mencement of the 2017/18 school year 
in September 2017. Additional hours 
of free pre-school provision will be 
available to parents. 

The move will save the council £1.2 
million every year. 

However, Councillor Aled Davies 
said the change in admission ages 
could lead to 60 primary school teach¬ 
ers losing their jobs.

“His decision to stand down and give me 
the opportunity to refresh the cabinet is 
typical of him. 

“He has demonstrated integrity and 
statesman like qualities. I am grateful for 
his hard work and contributions to the cab¬ 
inet over the past 18 months,” he said. 

Councillor Thomas added: “I have also 
decided that the cabinet will continue to 
operate with nine members until the end of 
this council’s life. 

“The decision means we will be able to 
generate some savings but it will mean a 
change in some cabinet member responsi¬ 
bilities.”

Recycle sites 
in area will 
be reduced 

THE number of community recycling 
sites and rural storage point bins in 
Mid Wales will be reduced following a 
decision by the county council’s cab¬ 
inet. 

The cabinet approved plans de¬ 
signed to reduce costs and improve 
the quality of recycling throughout 
the county. 

Powys has approximately 80 com¬ 
munity recycling sites, also known as 
bring sites, for residents to take recy¬ 
clable materials. 

Councillor John Powell, cabinet 
member for environment and sustain¬ 
ability, said: “Since the roll-out of the 
kerbside recycling all households now 
have their recycling collected from the 
kerbside and this has resulted in a du¬ 
plication of service which is not cost 
effective.” 

The councillor added: “The cost of 
operating these community sites is 
more than £300k a year and as with 
other councils in Wales their use has 
reduced since the introduction of 
kerbside recycling. 

“We will now review the provision 
of these sites across the county follow¬ 
ing a detailed assessment on an area 
by area basis.”

The need for 
food banks 
remains high 

FOOD bank use remains at record 
levels, with more than 1.1 milli on 
units of emergency supplies given out 
by a leading charity in the last year, 
figures have revealed. 

The Trussed Trust said there was 
a two per cent increase in three-day 
supplies provided to people from its 
network of 424 food banks in the 
2015/16 financial year. 

Oswestry and Borders Foodbank 
said 1,396 three day emergency food 
supplies were provided to local people 
in the same financial year, compared 
to 1,737 in 2014/15. 

Phil Simpson, Oswestry and Bor¬ 
ders Foodbank manager, said: “We 
welcome a slight drop in need for the 
food bank at the moment, and really 
hope this trend continues. 

“But over 1,000 three day food sup¬ 
plies provided to people in crisis is still 
1,000 too many, and more needs to be 
done so we can continue to see the 
need for the food bank decline. 

“We are very grateful for the ongo¬ 
ing generous support of the commu¬ 
nity in Oswestry and the surrounding 
area, and hope that one day there will 
be no need for us in the Oswestry 
area.” 


Most pupils given 
first choice school 

MORE than 90 per cent of pupils were 
given their first choice primary school 
it has emerged following thousands of 
applications to councils in Shropshire. 

In schools covered by Shropshire 
Council, around 2,690 pupils - or 93.8 
per cent - have been granted a place 
at their chosen school for September. 

The figure within Telford & Wrekin 
was slightly lower at 90 per cent, ac¬ 
counting for 2,016 children. 

The figures for those getting their 
first choice schools increased slightly 
this year in Shropshire, up from 93.4 
per cent in 2015.

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Warning over 
email tax scam 

PEOPLE living near the Shropshire 
border are being warned about a tax 
returns scam. 

Clwyd South Assembly candidate 
Ken Skates is urging people in Chirk 
and the Dee Valley not to fall foul of 
the email con trick, purporting to be 
from HM Revenue and Customs. 

He said: “I have been made aware of 
this scam, which on the face of it looks 
like an official email from the Crown. 

“The message says that the recipi¬ 
ent is entitled to a significant amount, 
often hundreds of pounds, in tax re¬ 
turns, but it’s merely a ruse designed 
to con you into giving personal details. 

“Any legitimate tax return due 
to you will be in the form of a letter 
and enclosed cheque, and you should 
never give card or bank information 
online in this way. It all looks above¬ 
board, but I cannot stress enough how 
important it is not to be hoodwinked.” 

The email invites the recipient to 
follow a link and input personal de¬ 
tails and, on first inspection, looks 
official.

Solar panels will 
cut council's bill 

ELECTRICITY bills at Shropshire 
Council’s main building will be cut by 
£17,000 a year after nearly 500 solar 
panels were installed on the roof. 

The installation of 496 solar panels 
has finished at Shirehall in Shrews¬ 
bury. 

The solar panels will make up eight 
per cent of the total electrical energy 
needed to run the council building, 
bosses say. 

The £180,000 project will see the 
council’s bills cut by £16,000 a year 
along with a further £1,000 from feed- 
in-tariff payments. 

The panels are expected to have 
covered the costs in about 10 years 
and the energy production will re¬ 
duce the council’s carbon footprint by 
about 7,400kg C02 a year. 

In total Shropshire Council’s solar 
energy totals lMWp - about the 
amount of electricity used by 520 
houses each year since 2012. 

It saves about 1,342,000 kg of C02 
- equivalent to the water boiled for 
123,427,950 cups of tea.

Battler Monty's having a 
ball after survival fight

THIS amazing picture capturing 
the smiles of Welshpool rugby 
player Andrew Thomas and his 
baby son Monty hides the strains 
of a 10-week-long survival battle. 

Because Montgomery Edward Todd 
(Monty) Thomas arrived on February 11, 
weighing just 31b 9ozs and 10 weeks early 
of his due date after mum Liz was rushed 
to Wrexham Maelor Hospital for an emer¬ 
gency caesarean operation. 

The picture taken on the toddler’s due 
arrival date on April 21 will be cherished 
for ever by mum and dad Andrew and Liz 
Thomas of Trewern near Welshpool. 

“On Monty’s due date we thought it 
would be nice to have a photo shoot with 
Leri Lane Photography at her Newtown 
studio as she also did a lot of our wedding 
pictures,” said Andrew. “Leri was fantastic 
with Monty. She was a true baby whisperer 
getting him to settle into all his poses and 
positions.” 

The family’s drama began on February 
11, when midwife Rachel Morris rushed Liz 
to hospital where doctors quickly diagnosed 
young Monty was in the breach position 
and carried out emergency delivery. 

“It was a shock for us to say the least,” 
said Liz. “He weighed 31b 9oz, which was 
a healthy weight considering his early ar¬ 
rival and it took him a while to kick start, 
needing ventilation, stimulation and chest 
compressions.” 

“He took his first gasp after five minutes 
and was then given repository support, put 
into an incubator and taken to Intensive 
Care on the Special Care Baby Unit.” 

“Over the next 38 days he consistently 
gained weight and went from tube feeding 
to bottle and breast feeding. On March 30, 
three weeks before his due date Monty was 
discharged weighing a little over 61b. It was 
one of the best days of our lives,” she added.

WARM tributes have continued 
to flow in for Oswestry back¬ 
packer Harry Greaves - including 
from staff at his former school. 

Police found Harry’s body last week 
almost a fortnight after he went miss¬ 
ing in the Peruvian Andes. 

Harry, from Bronygarth, had set out on 
a solo mountain hike two days before his 
29th birthday. His death shocked and sad¬ 
dened his many friends and hundreds of 
heartfelt messages have been left on Face- 
book in tribute to him. 

His former school St Martins School 
posted a photograph on its Twitter page 
of Harry and his friends taking part in 
the school’s Duke of Edinburgh trek when 
Harry was about 15 years old. 

Sue Lovecy, headteacher, said: “We are 
all shocked and saddened by Harry’s death. 
Harry was a very thoughtful, creative and 
individual young man. 

“He embodied all of the qualities that you 
could wish for in a person, empathy, con¬ 
science, bravery and vitality. He was very 
special and all our thoughts and prayers 
are with his family and friends at this sad 
time.” 

His family have thanked people for their 
kind messages. 

Harry’s father Simon Greaves said: “I 
want people to know how proud we are of 
him and how very loved he was by people.” 

He described Harry as a “lovely human, 
much loved by not just his family but also 
his friends”. 

Harry’s sister Ellen Greaves said the 
words to sum up her brother were “caring, 
compassionate, thoughtful person”. 

More than £33,000 was raised to help 
find Harry through a crowdfunding inter¬ 
net appeal.

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Let your head rule 
when buying - or 
it could cost you! 

Letting your heart rule your head when 
purchasing a property can lead to buyers 
blowing their budgets by an average £16,193, 
according to leading property website Zoopla 
- with buyers in the West Midlands prepared 
to pay more. 

Zoopla, which provides free value estimates 
for every UK home, has revealed how much 
more people spend when buying a home if 
they choose to go with their heart (buying the 
property they really want) rather than going 
with their head (buying the property that fits 
their original budget). 

For those who followed their heart, the 
average additional amount spent was just over 
£16,000. The additional average amount extra 
paid when going with your heart for people 
in the West Midlands is £16,548 where the 
average house price is £202,401, 

Over one in three homeowners (34 per cent) 
admitted to paying more than they’d originally 
budgeted, due to falling in love with their 
chosen property, and nearly half (44 per cent) 
said they fell in love with their property at first 
sight. 

When it comes to weighing up feelings 
and figures, homeowners in Wales proved 
to be the most pragmatic. For example, the 
average additional amount paid in Wales was 
significantly lower than the national average, 
at £9,591, suggesting buyers in Wales, even 
when going with their hearts, aren’t as likely to 
stretch their budgets. 

The East of England, however, was 
considerably higher than the national average, 
at £18,908; followed closely by the North West 
of England, at £18,436 . 

But, it appears that a property’s ability to tug 
on the heartstrings can make for a tumultuous 
buying process; the study also found that one 
in 10 couples argued when putting in offers on 
a property due to one liking the home more 
than the other. 

When looking at the features of a property 
that swayed purchase decisions, the top three 
were a fireplace (22 per cent), nice neighbours 
(21 per cent) and being well decorated (17 per 
cent). Interestingly, original floorboards proved 
more sought after than parquet flooring and a 
freestanding bath was more popular than a wet 
room. 

Lawrence Hall of Zoopla said: “Buying a 
property is a significant financial commitment, 
and all house hunters want to find a home that 
they love, so it’s understandably a process 
often fraught with emotion. In a competitive 
property market where stock is low, demand 
is high, prices are rising and interest rates are 
at an historical low, it’s hardly surprising to see 
original budget levels creeping up. 

“However, buyers need to be careful to not 
let their hearts takeover completely. The key 
to the process is to do as much research as 
possible before making an offer and striking 
a balance between the heart strings and the 
purse strings.” 


£5 billion-worth of extra 
mortgage lending for investors 



Up to £5 billion-worth of extra 
mortgage lending took place as 
buy-to-let investors rushed to beat a 
deadline for a stamp duty increase, 
analysis by the Council of Mortgage 
Lenders (CML) has found. 

In total, an estimated £25.7 billion-worth 
of mortgages were handed out in March 
across all types of borrowers - marking a 
leap of nearly 60% compared with March 
2015, the CML said. 

It said the distortion caused by the April 
1 stamp duty change appears to be larger 
than any previous change it has seen to 
the tax - and the impact will continue to 
ripple through the housing market for the 
next few months. 

In its “market commentary” on its 
website, the CML said: “Our analysis 
suggests there was £4-£5 billion extra 
lending than would otherwise have been 
the case, which translates to about 30- 
35,000 more transactions as a result. 

“We will have no detailed split of 
transactions for some time yet, but 
preliminary analysis points to the bulk of 
these transactions as buy-to-let house 
purchases. 

“A portion will also be owner-occupier 
house purchases which were sped up to 
complete, for example a chain involving a 
buy-to-let landlord. 

“The early timing of Easter will have 
played its part too, as movers generally 
prefer to complete transactions before the 
Easter break.” 

The latest lending total is the highest for 
the month of March since 2007, as well as 
being a sharp 43% increase compared with 


the £18 billion-worth of mortgages handed 
out in February. 

Estate agents previously reported dealing 
with a bottleneck of investors snapping up 
homes as the April 1 deadline for the stamp 
duty hike loomed. The increase means 
people buying a second home, including 
buy-to-let investors, now have to pay an 
extra three percentage points on previous 
rates. 

But as a result of the bunched up activity 
in March, the CML now expects to see 


10,000 fewer property sales taking place 
per month with a mortgage in April, May 
and June, than would have happened 
without the stamp duty hike. 

The bottleneck in March means that 
many house sales will have been brought 
forward which might otherwise have taken 
place later in the year. 

The CML said: “We expect to see about 
10,000 fewer mortgaged transactions each 
month in April, May and June, than would 
otherwise have been the case, offsetting 


the increase in activity seen in March.” 

CML economist Mohammad Jamei 
said: “Against a backdrop of a recovering 
market, the substantial jump in lending in 
March was significantly influenced by a late 
surge of activity to beat the Government’s 
stamp duty change on second properties, 
which came into effect at the start of April. 

“The distortion caused by this stamp 
duty change appears to be larger than any 
previous stamp duty change we’ve seen.” 


Britons favouring country cottages

properties has found. 

A survey carried out by TV presenter 
and respected estate agent Sarah 
Beeny has found that even if money 
was no object, most people would not 
want their dream home to cost more 
than £3 million. 





price-orientated nation that expects 
value for money when it comes to 
property.” 

More than four in 10 buyers (43%) 
said their dream home would have a 
balcony, while 35% would want a home 
library, 32% desire a gym and 17% 
want their own nightclub or bar in their 
home. 

One in four people (25%) said their 
dream home would have a wine cellar, 
and one in four (25%) would also like 
“his and hers” bathrooms.

Some 14% of people surveyed aspire 
to live in a country cottage, while a 
smaller proportion at 12% dream of 
living in a mansion. 

Meanwhile, 13% would opt for a 
detached bungalow and another 13% 
would choose modern architecture 
when asked to choose their style of 
dream house. 

Nearly three in 10 buyers (29%) said 
their dream house would have four 
bedrooms, with 27% wanting just three. 
Only 11% would opt for six bedrooms 
or more. 

Across the research, properties near 
the beach or in a bustling city centre 
were the most popular locations given 
by the 2,000 home buyers surveyed for 
their ideal home, with 16% of people 
choosing each option. 


One in nine people (11%) would prefer 
to live in the countryside, while one in 
10 (10%) would choose the suburbs 
and 9% would go for a village setting. 

Meanwhile, 45% of buyers hanker 
after a custom-built property, designed 
by an architect or themselves. 

While three in 10 buyers (30%) are 
hopeful that one day they will live 
in their dream house, a further 38% 
believe a lottery win would be their 
only chance of ever owning their ideal 
property. 

Beeny said it is interesting to see that, 
even if they were able to, 52% of those 
surveyed would not spend more than 
£3 million on their dream home. 

She said: “Up to £3 million seems a 
pretty low price to pay for the ultimate 
pad, but it demonstrates that we’re a

Crash victim Freddy backs bike safety campaign

The safety campaign is calling for motorists to be aware of motorcycles 


A MAN who suffered life changing injuries 
when a motorist failed to see him at a junction 
is backing a national campaign to make drivers 
more aware of motorbikes. 

Freddy Lindup was just 23 when he was 
making his daily journey on his beloved white 
125cc motorbike from home in St Martins near 
Oswestry to work on the night shift in a factory 
just three miles away in June 2012. 

But he never reached the Cadbury’s factory 
in Chirk. 


A four by four vehicle pulled out of the Rhyn 
Lane junction into his path. The bike and Mr 
Lindup hit the wing of the vehicle and he was 
thrown over the top of the vehicle and onto the 
road. 

Mr Lindup’s knee and his leg were smashed, 
he had fractures to his arms and he had to have 
his spleen removed. 

After a week in hospital and four weeks bed- 
bound he spent months recovering from his 
physical injuries. 


The 27-year-old has not been back on the 
road as a rider since. 

“I loved my bike but I couldn’t get back on 
one again,” he said. 

Now Mr Lindup is backing a campaign by the 
Minster Law firm - which represented him in 
his case against the motorist - to make drivers 
more aware of bikes. 

Shropshire Council is also behind the cam¬ 
paign, which features a bike being ridden by a 
‘phantom’ rider. 


Despite a reduction in two-wheeled accidents 
and fatalities since the Think! Campaign first 
launched its biker awareness campaign 15 
years ago, visibility is still believed to be one 
of the leading causes of motorcycle road traf¬ 
fic accidents. According to statistics from the 
Department for Transport, the most common 
reason for accidents caused by car drivers, 24 
per cent, is by failing to look properly, and 30 
motorcyclists are killed or injured every day at 
junctions.

Health bosses 
attend career 
fair in Ireland 

HEALTH bosses have headed to Ireland 
to tempt nurses and other medics to work 
in hospitals near the Shropshire border. 

A team from the Betsi Cadwaladr Uni¬ 
versity Health Board attended a jobs fair 
in Dublin at the weekend. 

And the team will be attending similar 
events in Manchester and Glasgow in 
June, to fill positions in nursing, physio¬ 
therapy, pharmacy and doctors at Chirk 
Hospital and Wrexham Maelor Hospital. 

The move will reduce the use of agency 
staff, the health board said. 

The board wants to fill posts in Wrex¬ 
ham Maelor and Chirk Hospitals, as well 
as other community hospitals, health cen¬ 
tres and clinics across North Wales. 

It comes as Shrewsbury and Telford 
Hospitals NHS Trust revealed last month 
that more than 70 nurses from the Philip¬ 
pines have been offered jobs at the coun¬ 
ty’s two main hospitals in the last round 
of recruitment. 

Part of the team which headed to Ire¬ 
land for the Health Sector Jobs Expo to 
promote North Wales under the banner 
“work where you want to live” scheme 
was Cork-born physiotherapist Maureen 
Bartley. Maureen met up with nurses at 
the jobs event to talk about the positive 
work-life balance, beautiful countryside 
and career development opportunities 
available across North Wales. 

“Here in North Wales we have terrific 
scenery and walks and an outdoor life¬ 
style. It’s also so easy to go back and forth 
to Ireland, and affordable too,” she said. 

“For the recruitment fair, I think my 
return flight is costing £11 so it can be 
extremely cheap.” 

“Ireland will always be home, but 
we’ve no plans to go back now - we’re 
settled here,” she added. 

Court moves 
to digital era 

SHREWSBURY Crown Court has moved 
into the digital era with the launch of a 
new paperless system. 

Huge files of paper at the court next 
to Shirehall have been consigned to the 
past, with lawyers, judges and even juries 
in some cases now viewing and present¬ 
ing everything on computers or iPads. 

One of the judges at Shrewsbury, 
James Tindal, welcomed the move, say¬ 
ing working with huge amounts of paper 
was “unwieldy” and that the new system 
should allow to courts to work more ef¬ 
ficiently. 

But Chris Grainger, a solicitor with 
Lanyon Bowdler in Shrewsbury, said 
barristers were viewing it with a bit more 
scepticism. 

“It’s going to be absolutely revolution¬ 
ary - as long as it works,” he said. 

“The idea is that we will no longer pass 
a single piece of paper between parties. 

“The difficulty is there are so many 
amendments, or things that need to be 
altered before they are handed in to the 
court and a jury, that I’m not sure they 
have thought it through completely. 

“We all know the justice system needs 
to modernise, and we welcome it, as long 
as it works properly. As with most things, 
they are very good in theory, but it only 
takes one power outage for the whole 
court system to grind to a halt.” 

Motorists face 
pavement ban 

MOTORISTS face being banned from 
parking on pavements under new plans 
to de-clutter residential streets and en¬ 
courage more people to walk. 

Ministers are considering extending an 
all-out ban on pavement parking which 
has been in place in London for 40 years 
to the rest of England. 

The move would make it illegal to 
park on the curb unless local councils 
expressly grant motorists permission to 
do so, potentially landing offenders with 
fines of up to £70. 

Shropshire Council bosses said they 
would be supportive of such a move - 
as long as they were given the power to 
make exemptions in certain cases. 

Councillor Simon Jones, cabinet mem¬ 
ber for highways and transport at Shrop¬ 
shire Council, said: “We do discourage 
parking on footways throughout Shrop¬ 
shire. It obstructs footway use by people 
in wheelchairs, with buggies, or those 
walking with young children or assis¬ 
tance dogs.”

“There is no question that if we come out 
of the EU, we will take back our territorial 
waters and there will be a lot of families in 
Welsh fishing that will be very pleased in¬ 
deed,” he said. 

Mr Farage said: “Ukip will undoubtedly 
break into the Welsh Assembly, we are 
going to get a good number in the Welsh 
Assembly, that is pretty certain.’’The Ukip 
leader was joined on his visit to Welshpool 
by former Montgomeryshire MP Delwyn 
Williams.

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Luxury Lexus real contender

VARIETY is the spice of life they 
say, so it’s no real surprise that 
Lexus has delivered the IS 200t 
in petrol format - moving away 
from the company’s obsession 
with hybrids. 

Replacing the IS250 the 200t gets an 
elegant new look, a stunning and big¬ 
ger interior, increased wheelbase and 
more technology than you will ever 
need in a bid to win sales from BMW 
and Audi. 

Success will depend on how many peo¬ 
ple Lexus can be convinced to take a test 
drive, because once you get behind the 
wheel of this latest arrival you really don’t 
want to be anywhere else. 

Depending on taste you’ll either be won 
over or lost with the new look. There’s a 
sculptured body shell with sharp creases 


but it’s the aggressive F-Sport mesh grille, 
18” F-Sport alloys and stylish bumpers that 
you will either love or hate. I don’t think 
there’s any middle ground. For me it’s a win¬ 
ning look. 

The one thing I am sure of is that you will 
be wowed by the stunning interior. There’s 
a mixture of leather and soft touch fabrics 
with the F Sport on test getting front and rear 
armrests, electric and heated seats, sports 
steering wheel and sports pedals. 

There’s also a very stylish dashboard, 
housing all the latest technology via a 7” 
multimedia screen with remote touch con¬ 
trol, Sat Nav and Bluetooth connectivity. 

The four cylinder turbocharged, two-litre 
engine was supported by an eight-speed au¬ 
tomatic gear box which seemed to be con¬ 
stantly searching for the right gear. I found 
using the steering wheel mounted paddles 
a lot more convenient, though many will not 
like that. There’s enough power though to 
please everyone with 0-62mph in just seven 
seconds and a top speed of 143mph, just 
under 40mpg on the combined cycle. C02 




The one thing I am sure

figures of 167g/km could be judged as a 
little on the high side, meaning benefit in 
kind of 28 per cent for the company car 
driver. 

The test model sells at £31,495 though 
leather upholstery, a premium navigation 
system and metallic paint pushed that to 
£36,100 - but you do get a lot for your 
money. For instance the model comes 
with drive mode select, cruise control, au¬ 
to-dimming rear mirror, smart entry and 


start, aluminium trim, rear view camera, 
dusk sensing headlights, rain sensing wip¬ 
ers, and front and rear parking sensors. 

There’s plenty of safety equipment on 
board too. You get driver and passenger 
front, side and knee airbags, curtain air¬ 
bags, ABS and EBS, stability control, and 
hill-start assist. This new Lexus has a lot 
going for it but whether it is strong enough 
to win sales from the big rivals in the sector 
will remain to be seen. Watch this space.

The Trek Factory Racing ace again proved 
too hot to handle as she made it eight straight

orated UK mountain-biker in the history of the 
sport. 

In the process, Atherton extended her lead in 
the UCI Womens Downhill standings and now 
has 490 points, 135 clear of fellow Brits Tahnee 
Seagrave (355 and Manon Carpenter (350). 

After the wet weather made the going tough 
in qualification, the riders were delighted to see 
finals day dawn sunny and drier. 

The track was running fast, but even in the 


drier conditions the “rock garden “ - a huge ob¬ 
stacle near the top of the course - was catching 
out several riders, including fourth seed Em¬ 
meline Siegenthaler. 

However, local rider Tracy Hannah had no 
such problems as she sailed through in exem¬ 
plary fashion to take the hot seat by six seconds 
in three minutes, 55.664 seconds. 

Only Carpenter and Atherton were left to 
ride, but Carpenter was unable to crack Han¬ 
nah’s time as she crossed the line in 3:58.372 
for an eventual third position. 

Atherton won her previous visit to the Cairns 
World Cup and carried good speed throughout 
with a powerful display that saw her cross the 
line in 3:48.566 - over seven seconds clear of 
the field. 

After the race an exhausted Atherton said: 
“I’m ecstatic to win, but at the same time 
there’s a part of me that’s gutted for Tracey -1 
know how emotional it is to win on your home 
turf and she rode a great race.”
